Ha Is an Biaxleaa Tasvltory Aicnlnat

San Fu.iNrisc o, ("ai.., May 22.— A Tomb- 
stone ipllBial, to the Evening Chronicle, 
Knys : "The following infbnnatlon is direct 

from headnnartera of the ai my for oiicra- 
tiuus against the Indians, dated Apusura, 
iionora, May Id. Tuesday evening last, 
a caurisr arrived ft-om llavispo, with a 
eommunieation from Lieutenant Par- 
ras, sta*ig that Ofacral Crook reached 
there on the fith with 900 Apache scouts, 
100 An»erican cavalry and a body of Mexi- 
can troops. Crook obtained guides from 
the military commander of the town to con- 
duct his force to where Garcia hud his late 
fight. The next day he departed for the 
Sierra Madres ^via Quacheria. The eom- 
.nand is accompanied by forty pack males, 
laden with provisions suiioient to last >a 
long period. The main body of Crook's 
force, now uunil<eiing five hundred, camped 
at Alaiuohueuo, twenty leagues from Jauos. 
Had Lieutenant Parris consulted with 
Head/ before givipg Crook guides, none 
would havs baan niraisbed, on the ground 
that Crook's entry was in violation of the 
treaty.* Crook made all his prouaratiens 
dcllbcriitt'ly and has tha pjupataj «f the 
Mexican population. 

By a return courier Colonel Hatylata, tho 
new commanding officer, wrate (ieueral 
Crook, remonstrating iu eeurteous but da- 
oided language that his actian waa aa in* 
fraction of the treaty. Msltbor Bandata or 
Garcia, who was lately In command, have 
received iustructious as to what General 
Crook, by the consent of their Government, 
would be permitted to do. Bandata says 
he will oblige all the American military 
fores to adhere to the articles of the treaty. 

When Bandata reoeived the news of 
Crook's arrival at Bavispe, hs took immedi- 
ate guard against the Indians making 
another raid, if driven out of the moun- 
tains by General Crook. Many familiar 
with the Apaches state that Clenerul C'look 
will not be able to find the Indiaos if they 
learn of his approach. Thev will scatter 
into small bands aad bids in impaaaln^bls 
faslassses. Otksn as ssaidMtlj tlaU that 
CYook win not be able to bring them to a 
fight, because the Indiaas have cxbanstsd 
nearly all ikm MMiwitlMi im tha Oarola

Faais, May 22.— It will surprise people 
in America to learn that in one important 
respsA the municipal government of Paris 
has long been lamentably inefficient. The 
sewers of the French capital hw? Kc^n 
f.inioiis from time iminemorinl, and _\et 
now, it seems, they are denounced by sani- 
tary autbaritlea as nttsrty nnsnited for the 
work to be pi'rfdniied. The streets of Tai is 
maj ba beautifully olean, but disregard of 

precautions to preeerrs the pnblle health 

has kept the death rate of the city mnch 
above that of bunion, for in-nance, and 
has given free play to the d'sea^es which 
are preventable by proper liygienio arrange- 
ments. 

Paris has recently suffered from a severe 
a^smla of tvphoid fevar, and symotic dis- 
eases generally have for several ▼•nn pre- 
vailed there to a marked extent. From 1809 

to 1874 the proimrtiofT per 1(K),000 inhab- 
itants who died from typhoid fever, diph- 
theria, small-pox, measels, and scarlet fever 
was 160, a high rate. And this figure has 
'steadily increased sinea. Durlna the years 
f^om 1870 to 1^1 It was mora than doubled, 
the proportion being 884. Last year over 
8,0(X> persons died from typhoid fever, and 
In 1880 and 1881 there were more than 
2,1)00 deaths sash ystv flroM tM same 
disease. 

The great aauss of the trouble is the 
sewerage. The system of drainage Is de- 
scribed as barbaric, and, In spits of the 
spread of knowlsdga la that direction 
within recent years, there Is the grossest 
ignorance as to traps, ventilating and other 
methods of preventing the escape of foul 
gases. 

It seams that though the Paris sewers are 
vast In slia, tiisy have not a sufficient fall ; 
that tha water sopplj la Inadeqaate; and 
that the solid dsposlts arose aumerons that 
a force af sight hundred men has to be em- 
ployed to pneh the matter along. And yet 
ihost) sewers receive only a part of tho 
drainage of the houses. 1'bcre are in 
Paris 80,000 ceespools, of which otily 60,- 
000 are smntifd in tha course of the year.

But llie niensuies thev n-iiot sdvi-e will 
involve a creal outlay, nliicli will firt)Viike 
much discussion, and probably excite no 
little opposition. Yet Paris can not afford 
to bava a reputation for nnbaaltbfVtUiess, 
aad that it is mow gattlng.

The policemen having aatainad trustworthy 
infiBrmation as to tha parson who committed 
tha crime, proceeded Into the mountain 
fastness, well armed. The object of liieir 
search was a boy named Jacob Gaiiaway, 
nged fourteen, thougii large for his a^e. 
Ttiey were intercepted at the foot of 
the mountain by several hard-look- 
ing men, who demanded their business and 
said that the best thing they could do 
would be to leave at once. They kept on 
advancing, however, and were met with 
a shnwiT of stones, and several ^r. vage 
(logs vveie <et ujion them. The outlaws 
tlieu retreated with the p^li' iMiion closely 
following them. Further up the kill they 
came upon the cabin where the bov has kept. 
Ha was hurried off by soma of the outlaws, 
while the remainder tried to Intercept the 
policemen. By a (lank movonipiit. Imwever, 
ihey came upori the boy and tlie men who 
had him in charge, and by pie-enting 
pihtols forced the outlaws to hand the boy 
over to them, I 

The youth wae brought to this city, and 
in tha morning will ba taksa to Lancaster. 
It is said that he was seen on the bridge 
overlooking the scene of the accident when 
the engine plunged otf the track, lie then 
ran off as fast as, bis legs could carry him, 
but was met by a farmer half a mile 
away, to whom be told. a very crooked 
story. Mr. Haia, tha vIcUm of the wreck, 
was pinned to the earth by the engine aiMi 
stow(y roasted to death. He was buried 
bars yesterday.

Considerable trading in 
I.aku Shore. Gould sustained his South- 
wesierns, inclu.ling Wabash. Consols W«:e 
only one-eij:hth lower in Ixindon yester- 
day, which does not indicate any unusual 
disturbance there. 

President Villard says the capital necear 
sary to finish the Northern Pacific to the 
aonaastlsa with the Ceatral Pacific has 
been assured. President Stanfbrd, of the 
Central Pacific, says : •• Wo sell our stock 
occasionally, but never otherwise than in 
largo blocks. We sell only when we want 
money for building iiurposos. We havo 
not sold aay since June last. I don't 
know of any railroad which stands upon a 
sounder financial basis ar has bright pros- 
pects." 

A firm dealing In Mexioan and English 
securities has failed, but the largest esti- 
mate of its liabilities was J£100,UO(i.
